‘Deseribing scenes of wholesale 
murder. of Northern soldiers, and 
civilians suspected of being 
Northerners, the looting of shops 
and homes, 
Northern troops from Hankow 


and the triumphant entry of, the }- 


Cantonese soldiers into tho city, a 
Freabyterian missionary now in 


Shanghai, in. an interview | with }- 


the répresentative of Ths Shang- 
hai Sunday Times, draws a graphic 
word picture of Hangchow during 
tho days when It was occupied by 
rétreating Northern soldiers, und 
the first few days. of occupation 
hy the victorious Cantonese troops. 


Retreat of Sun's Army. 


"“On Wednesday, February 16, 
the Northern troops began to-come 
into’ Hangchow.. ‘They ‘had with 
them. fibout 800 Kiangsi men, for- 
merly constituting an independent 
division which had been captured 
by Chang Kai-shek. “>. 

“Many. of these men, awho are 
n three 
unfforms, including first the uni- 
form of their independent division, 
then-the Southern uniform and 
Mastly the. Northern uniform. 

They had been drafted into Mar- 
shal Sun's'army and were well’ 
armed, | “hy 
. “On Thursday morning we noted 
the 13th. and 8th. Divisions, vol 
about 3,000 men each; going. past. 
The 8th. hz.‘ been doing some | 
fighting, but te other division hal 
not. 


2 “The 8th. Northern division got 
to the station and found no leco- 
motives: or railway erews.

“The Northern soldiers prompt- 
ly blocked off a section of the city” 
nbout, three-quarters of a mile 
lung,. renchingg from the railway 
station down to What is called Big 
street, looting. the shops of silyer- 
smiths anal other merchants. Gen- 
eral. Mong, meanwhile, had pro- 
back, a train for 
them, and did so. Following the 
pillaging of the shops the soldiers 
again went to.the Chamber of 
Commerce and asked if the” off 
elals “wanted any mere looting 
done. The officials hastily gave 
them a sum'‘of money estimated at 
between’ $80,000 and -$40,000. 


Hunted Down Like Rats. , 


“Friday morning at 10 o’clock 
the soldiers boarded the train an 
departed. Thely departure waa 
followed by. the immediate ap- 
pearance of an army of armed 
civilians, known » as the Bien 1 
Ping (Convenient clothed sal-, 
diers) They patrolled the streete 
and hunted the Northern. aoldiers 
down like rats. Scores of North- 
ern soldiers were still scattered 
about the city, preparing to leave, 
when the Cantonese arrived: ~, 

“Those found were butchered 
wherever caught. Between 150 
and 200 were: captured and killed.: 
Tn addition, scores of civilians 
with a Northern accent were kill- 
ed. One soldierswas dragged ikto’ 
the open and beaten and trampled 
to death. ~ : : 

“This was witnessed by a’ for- 
cign doctor who was passing. The 
mob saw him and fora time his, 
life was in danger... Employees 
of the Standard Oil Company re- 
ported witnessing the slaughter of 
the 30 Northern soldiers who had 
been selling rice and supplies. 

“On Friday the’ 18th, we saw 
the Cantonese 1st.-Division march 
past the college. Thoy. were well 
armed and well-equipped, march-. 
Ing in on orderly manner.” +
